LONDON, Deo. 30. The British bark 


Oi<seo was wrecked In the gale at Holy- 
head enrlv Ibis morning. The entire 
crew of 50 loat their lives 
The Osseo 


was driven ashore back of Holybead 
breakwater 
Her signals of distress 


were first beard by the coast guard about 
4 o'clock In the morning. It was pitch 
dark aud great waves were washing over 
the breakwater. In spite of the danger 
of being washed Into the sea the guard 
proceeded along the breakwater and hav- 
ing rigged np the rocket apparatus, be- 
gan firing lite lines lu the direction of 
the wreck. 


The faint light of the rockets disclosed 


the fact that the vessel was breaking In 
two amidships' and the mainmast had 
fallen, crushing the lives out of several 
of the crew. A few eurvlvors 'could be 
ueeh clinging to the sides of the vessel.
